The value of dairy cattle has shown a steady increase in Bur- 


leigh county in the last ten years, the 1920 census reports of the 
government, now being issued, show. 


The percentage of increase for Burleigh county during that 


period is notably larger than for the rest of North Dakota, says 
A. J. Su'rra/tt, statistician for the United States Department of i 
Agriculture, Bureau of Crop Estimates, in submitting figures to 
G. N. Keniston, secretary of the Commercial club, for use of the , 
commerce club's special committee named to investgiate stock 
conditions. 


During this period Burleigh county moved up from 18th place 


among the counties in the state to 10th place in the number of 
dairy cattle.
